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We  quote  largely  from  the  report  of 
Mr.  J.  W.  Alvord,  Superintendent  of 
Education  for  the  Bureau,  as  we  have  but 
few  letters  from  our  teachers  at  this  season, 
and  can  afford  space  for  his  valuable  state¬ 
ments. 

Office  General  Superintendent  Schools, 
WA8HINGTON„July  1,  1867. 

General,  —  I  have  the  honor  of  submit¬ 
ting  to  you  my  fourth  semi-annual  report  of 
the  education  of  freedmen  and  refugees,  un¬ 
der  the  superintendence  of  tliis  bureau,  for 
the  term  ending  July  1,  1867. 

The  widening  field  now  occupied  by  these 
schools,  their  progressive  character,  and  with 
details  more  and  more  complicated,  have 
greatly  increased  the  amount  of  work  re¬ 
quired  at  this  ofi6ce.  Three  clerical  assist¬ 
ants  are,  at  the  present  time,  closely  occupied 
upon  its  records,  reports,  current  documents, 
and  in  aid  of  its  extended  correspondence. 

A  library  has  been  commenced,  designed 
to  include  text-books  and  State  annual  reports 
on  general  education,  with  all  literature  per¬ 
taining  to  the  negro  race,  slave  and  free,  de¬ 
bates  and  legislation  in  Congress  pertinent  to 
their  case,  especially  during  the  rebellion  and 
this  reconstruction  period,  material  to  be 
called  for  by  the  historian,  and  which  the 
archives  of  this  bureau  will  be  expected  to 
supply.  By  the  liberality  of  senators  and 
the  Mends  of  the  bureau  in  the  several  States 
and  in  foreign  countries,  this  collection  al¬ 


ready  amounts  to  some  hundreds  of  books 
and  documents. 

We  are  now  reaching,  with  efficient  influ¬ 
ence,  not  only  the  cities,  but  the  remotest 
counties  of  each  State  lately  in  rebellion. 
The  voluntary  associations  are  working  har¬ 
moniously  with  us  in  sentiment  and  methods 
of  action ;  in  harmony  also  among  themselves. 
The  reports  of  State  superintendents  indicate 
fldelity  and  increasing  thorougliness,  showing 
more  perfect  knowledge  of  the  work,  and 
deeper  commitment  to  its  great  results ;  and 
the  nearly  two  thousand  teachers  at  present 
employed  give,  with  rare  exceptions,  gratify¬ 
ing  proof  that  these  four  millions  may  in 
future  be  safely  left  with  such  instructors. 

Much,  indeed,  remains  to  be  done.  A 
state  of  things  wholly  anomalous,  consequent 
upon  the  sudden  emancipation  of  these  freed¬ 
men,  necessitated  novelties  in  practice,  which 
have  occasioned  much  thought,  and  are  by  no 
means  yet  reduced  to  perfect  system.  We 
have  been  compelled  to  work  in  many  re¬ 
spects  without  precedent,  and  changes  subse¬ 
quent  to  emancipation,  equal  almost  to  eman¬ 
cipation  itself,  have  constantly  modifled  our 
plans. 

The  future,  as  to  what  the  States  them¬ 
selves  will  do,  is  yet  uncertain.  We  are  only 
upon  the  threshold  of  a  process  which  must 
be  varied  by  wise*  adaptation  to  varying  cir¬ 
cumstances,  and  which  an  age  only  will 
thoroughly  complete. 

No  discussion  of  the  principles  of  education 
itself  is  called  for.  We  accept,  mainly,  the 
enlightened  theories  of  our  time,  as  we  have 
studied  and  practised  them,  in  regard  to  or¬ 
ganization,  government,  modes  of  elementary 
teaching,  and  moral  instruction.  It  is  enough 
to  know  that  an  ignorant  people  are  seeking 
knowledge ;  degraded,  yet  susceptible  of  im¬ 
provement,  and  that  past  injuries  inflicted 
devolve  upon  us  special  obligations. 

Nor  do  we  need  to  discuss  the  capacities  of 
the  race  in  kind  or  limitation.  They  respond 
with  alacrity  to  our  appliances.  The  culture 
I  as  yet  bestowed  upon  them  brings  forth  fruit. 
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Executive  vigor,  continued  with  pure  mo¬ 
tives,  and  the  largest  amount  of  accomplish¬ 
ment  by  the  blessing  of  God,  is  our  simple  aim. 

The  late  opening  of  the  schools  last  autumn 
(for  reasons  given  in  my  last  report)  dimin-  ! 
ished  the  average  attendance  for  the  first 
quarter.  In  January  an  increase  began  to 
appear,  and  at  the  present  time  we  have  more 
schools,  teachers,  and  pupils  than  at  any  pre¬ 
vious  period  of  our  work.  The  recent  circu¬ 
lars  issued  stimulated  superintendents,  and  by 
the  aid  of  benevolence  and  the  government, 
many  new  schools  have  been  opened.  Those  1 
previously  established  have  continued  rapidly 
to  improve,  and  while  the  primary  depart¬ 
ments  liave  shown  the  same  anxiety  to  learn, 
there  has  been  a  satisfactory  advancement  of 
older  pupils. 

Willingness  to  undertake  a  thorough  course 
of  study  is  now  manifest  among  young  colored 
persons  of  both  sexes.  Normal  and  training 


We  urge  all  friends  of  the  freedmen  to  in¬ 
creasing  confidence,  and  to  look  forward  with 
assured  expectation  to  greater  things  than 
these.  This  people  are  to  be  prepared  for 
what  is  preparing  for  them.  They  are  to 
I  become  “  a  people  which  in  time  past  were 
I  not  a  people;”  and  there  is  increasing  evi- 
I  dence  tliat  “  God  hath  made  of  one  blood  all 
I  the  nations  of  men.”  Equal  endowments  sub- 
i  stantially,  with  equal  culture,  will  produce 
that  equality  common  to  all  mankind. 

In  our  quarterly  report  but  little  more  than 
an  abstract  of  the  general  facts  in  hand  were 
given.  At  this  closing  period  of  the  school 
year  we  ask  liberty  to  report,  in  more  ex¬ 
tended  detail,  the  statistics  and  general  con¬ 
dition  of  the  schools  throughout  the  fifteen 
I  educational  districts  of  this  bureau. 

I  The  following  is  the  consolidated  statement, 
j  It  will  be  observed  that  in  all  the  tables  of 
j  this  report  we  have  given  the  maximum  con- 


schools  are,  therefore,  no  sooner  opened  than 
large  numbers  of  these  apply  for  admission ; 
and  the  adult  population  generally  are  seizing 
every  opportunity  for  improvement. 

The  chief  wants  of  this  people,  at  present, 
are  books,  teachers,  and  endowments  for 
training  schools.  For  these  large  funds  are 
required ;  and  while  we  rejoice  in  the  liber¬ 
ality  of  government,  and  especiall}’  of  private 
munificence,  we  fear  that  the  people  generally 
do  not  fully  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  this 
work. 

Defects  are  yet  apparent,  as  will  be  shown, 
in  the  qualifications  of  some  who  undertake 
to  teach.  They  are  not  unfrequently  too 
heartless  and  secular  in  their  aims.  There  is 
undoubtedly  maladministration  in  a  few  cases 
among  ofiticers.  The  freedmen  are  to  suffer 
for  a  long  time  to  come  frpm  the  depression 
and  vicious  influences  of  slavery ;  in  general 
are  deplorably  ignorant. 

Still  we  look  back  with  astonishment  at  the 
amount  accomplished.  Such  progress  as  is 
seen  under  auspices  admitted  to  be  unfavor¬ 
able  ;  the  permanency  of  the  schools,  scarcely 
one  failing  when  once  commenced ;  the  rapid 
increase  of  general  intelligence  among  the 
whole  colored  population,  are  matters  of  con¬ 
stant  remark  by  every  observer.  Thus  far 
this  educational  effort,  considered  as  a  whole, 
has  been  eminently  successful.  The  country 
and  the  world  are  surprised  to  behold  a  de¬ 
pressed  race,  so  lately  and  so  long  in  bondage, 
springing  to  their  feet,  and  entering  the  lists 
in  hopeful  competition  with  every  rival.

DELAWARE. 

We  alluded,  in  our  last  report,  to  arrange¬ 
ments  being  made  to  extend  freedmen’s 
schools  into  the  State  of  Delaware. 

In  a  recent  tour  through  that  State,  Gen¬ 
eral  Gregory  met  with  some  opposition.  He 
says :  “  Meetings  were  held  in  Dover,  Mil¬ 
ford,  and  Seaford.  Since  then  the  opposition 
has  decreased. 

“  Freedmen’s  schools  are  already  opened  in 
the  above  places,  and  also  in  Wilmington, 
Smyrna,  Odessa,  Christiana,  and  New  Castle. 
Ten  estimates  are  now  on  file  from  Delaware, 
for  the  construction  of  school-houses,  the 
lumber  for  which  is  being  forwarded.” 

The  Baltimore  Association  is  rendering 


great  assistance,  but  is  much  in  need  of  in¬ 
creased  contributions  to  its  treasury. 

All  the  above  efforts  in  Delaware  give  pro¬ 
mise  of  success.  The  colored  people  are 
greatly  encouraged  by  them.  The  schools 
recently  opened  were  doing  well  when  last 
heard  from,  and  it  is  hoped  the  good  people 
of  the  State  will  all  encourage  so  laudable  an 
effort  for  the  education  of  their  poor. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA. 

In  Camden  and  Cheraw  there  is  a  par¬ 
ticularly  good  state  of  feeling,  and  this  feeling 
exists  to  a  considerable  degree  through  the 
districts  in  which  these  towns  are  located. 
After  you  get  outside  of  the  towns  referred 
to,  there  is  a  worse  state  of  feeling ;  yet  in 
Cheraw,  while  I  was  there,  the  colored  people 
were  allowed  the  use  of  the  town  hall  for  an 
educational  meeting,  and  it  was  attended  by 
several  respectable  white  residents  of  the 
town.  In  Columbia  a  veiy  marked  change 
in  public  feeling  towards  the  schools  has  taken 
place.  The  mayor  of  the  city  has  visited 
them,  and  after  expressing  the  greatest  satis 
faction  with  all  he  saw,  took  occasion,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  council,  to  advise  al^  its  mem¬ 
bers  to  visit  the  schools  also. 

A  large  and  steadily  increasing  fraction  of 
the  school  tax  is  paid  by  persons  of  color,  yet 
colored  citizens  and  their  children  are  abso¬ 
lutely  excluded  from  all  the  public  schools. 

There  is  no  State  system  of  public  schools 
in  South  Carolina.  Beyond  the  limits  of 
Charleston  the  “  free  school,”  that  great  con¬ 
servator  of  the  public  mo'rals  and  handmaid 
of  the  law,  is  unknown  in  the  State.  This 
denial  of  education  to  the  masses  is  the  more 
reprehensible,  from  the  fact  that  under  her 
statutes  persons  charged  with  certain  crimes, 
such  as  burglary,  arson,  etc.,  are  exempt  from 
the  death  penalty  should  they  prove  in  court 
that  they  can  “  read  and  write.”  It  has  there¬ 
fore  occurred  that  of  two  parties  indicted 
jointly  for  the  same  offence,  the  more  guilty 
has  escaped  capital  puuishment  by  pleading 
the  ‘‘benefit  of  clergy,”  or  a  knowledge  of 
the  arts  of  reading  and  writing,  while  the  less 
criminal,  because  more  ignorant,  has  been  led 
to  the  scaffold. 

Carefully  compiled  statistics,  based  in  part 
upon  the  muster-rolls  of  South  Carolina  troops 
in  the  late  confederate  army,  reveal  the  &ct 
that  at  least  thirty  per  cent  of  the  white  popu¬ 
lation  are  unable  to  read  and  write. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  twenty-fiive 
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thousand  men  and  women  in  South  Carolina 
to-day  who  can  read  a  newspaper  with  a  fair 
imderstanding  of  its  contents,  who,  two  years 
ago,  did  not  know  the  alphabet. 

1  know  of  no  language  too  strong  to  use  in 
expressing  the  extent  and  power  of  the  influ¬ 
ence  for  good  which  flows  out  from  these 
schools.  The  eflTect  upon  the  children,  upon 
the  parents,  and  upon  the  community  gene¬ 
rally,  has  been  such  as  to  make  the  blindest 
see  that  education,  while  blessing  the  colored 
people  themselves,  will  bless  the  whole  com¬ 
munity. 

APPEAL  FOB  THE  FOTUEE. 

It  may  seem  to  the  country  that  the  recon¬ 
struction  of  the  Southern  States  will  include 
at  once  the  education  of  the  freedmen ;  con¬ 
sequently  the  voluntary  efforts  of  the  North¬ 
ern  people  may,  before  long,  be  withdrawn. 
Such  a  result  would  follow,  if  education  had 
that  important  place  in  the  minds  of  leading 
men  of  those  States  which  it  deserves.  I 
deem  it  my  duty  to  state,  however,  that  the 
flicts  gathered  from  all  sources  show  that  this 
result  is  not,  at  present,  to  be  anticipated. 

These  States  are  to  be  established  in  the 
new  condition  only  by  protracted  effort.  In 
the  political  excitement  sure  to  attend  the 
transition  state,  leading  men  of  neither  party 
will  devote  much  time  to  the  subject  of  edu¬ 
cation.  School  laws  will  be  passed  and  school 
systems  adopted  in  form,  but  in  practice  will 
be  for  the  present,  in  most  cases,  only  a  dead 
letter. 

The  poverty  of  the  South,  and  its  need  of 
funds  for  other  purposes,  will  greatly  retard 
the  building  of  school-houses,  purchase  of 
books,  apparatus,  and  the  employment  of 
teachers  for  any  public  system  of  instruction. 
They  had  not  been  accustomed  to  such  taxa¬ 
tion  in  their  palmiest  days  ;  and  when  a  new 
and  unfavored  class,  very  numerous  withal, 
are  to  be  included,  it  will  be  difficult  to  exe¬ 
cute  plans,  though  devised  with  best  inten¬ 
tions  and  the  greatest  unanimity. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  freedmen  are  in 
pressing  immediate  want  of  knowledge.  They 
are  suddenly  admitted  to  citizenship,  but 
must  of  necessity  fail  in  the  use  of  its  privi¬ 
leges,  unless  made  intelligent.  Schools, 
therefore,  especially  for  adults,  are  the  great 
reliance  to  meet  the  urgency  of  tlie  present 
time.  The  freedmen  themselves  are  alive  to 
their  importance,  eager  to  attend,  at  least  to 


send  their  children ;  but  they  are  poor,  and 
must  be  aided  for  the  present. 

The  government  can  and  will  do  much  in 
furnishing  school  buildings,  paying  rents, 
giving  transportation  to  teachers,  etc.  But 
the  great  matter  of  running  schools  practi¬ 
cally  must  still  remain  where  it  has  been, 
with  the  benevolent  people  of  the  North. 

Do  not,  therefore,  let  these  efforts  slacken ; 
certainly  not  just  now.  We  need  to  bridge 
over  thorougldy  this  transition  period.  Too 
much  ground  has  been  gained,  to  be  lost. 
Another  year,  at  least,  of  vigorous  work  by 
the  Northern  societies  is  needed.  We  will 
engage  that  then  these  endeavors  may  be 
somewhat  intermitted;  that  the  States  as  re¬ 
organized  will,  ere  long,  be  ready  to  take 
hold  in  earnest ;  that  the  freedmen  will  soon, 
by  a  favoring  Providence  upon  the  crops,  be 
able  and  willing  to  pay  a  large  proportion  of 
the  tuition  bills.  But  permit  me,  at  the  mo¬ 
ment,  to  summon  every  heart  and  hand  to 
the  task  before  us.  This  is  Christ’s  cause, 
and  these,  his  poor,  are  lifting  their  united 
pleading  voice,  that  we  will  not  in  any  measure 
abandon  the  work,  but  come  more  earnestly 
to  its  performance. 

The  schools,  if  funds  are  furnished,  are  to 
commence  in  full  force,  and  promptly,  in  the 
coming  autumn,  and  will  be  encouraged  and 
urged  forward  with  all  the  appliances  in  pos¬ 
session  of  this  bureau.

AN  APPEAL  PBOM  OEOEfrlA. 

The  following  letter  is  a  specimen  of  the 
demands  made  on  the  Society  by  the  Su¬ 
perintendents  :  — 

Atlanta,  Ga.,  Sept.  13, 1867. 

Mrs.  Ednah  D.  Cheney,  —  Since  writing 
you  I  have  visited  Columbus,  and  other  points 
in  that  region.  Columbus  is,  it  seems  to  me, 
a  very  important  point.  I  was  much  pleased 
with  the  colored  men  whom  I  met  there; 
they  are  intelligent,  many  of  them,  and  very 
earnest  about  schools,  though  in  this  latter 
matter  they  are  not  different  from  others. 
The  churches  used  for  school  purposes,  are 
much  better  than  in  many  other  places.  The 
seats  could  be  provided  with  shelves,  fastened 
to  the  backs  with  hinges,  and  they  would 
then  answer  very  well  as  desks.  Mrs.  Gayle 
was  teaching  in  one  of  the  churches ;  I  was 
well  pleased  with  the  appearance  of  her 
school. 
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I  encouraged  the  colored  i)eople  to  petition 
the  city  council  for  a  piece  of  land  for  a  school 
lot ;  I  also  asked  the  Bureau  Agent  there  to 
do  the  same  thing.  I  think  it  will  be  granted ; 
if  it  is,  and  a  good  title  given,  the  Bureau 
will,  if  possible,  aid  in  erecting  a  good  school* 
house,  sufficient  for  the  more  advanced  pupils. 
I  say  if  possible,  for  there  have  been  so  many 
demands  for  this  purpose  lately,  that  our  pre¬ 
sent  funds  are  nearly  exhausted.  I  am,  how¬ 
ever,  writing  to  Washington  for  the  remain¬ 
ing  portion  of  our  share  of  the  appropriation, 
and  hope  to  get  it  soon  ;  for  if  we  are  ever  to 
have  school-houses,  we  want  them  now.  It 
seems  to  me  that  there  must  be  as  many 
colored  people  in  Columbus  as  in  Atlanta. 
There  were  fourteen  hundred  pupils  in  school 
here  last  year,  and  not  nearly  all  the  children 
were  in  school.  The  A.  M.  A.  had  ten 
teachers  here,  and  are  intending  to  have  fif¬ 
teen  here  this  year.  I  am  fearful  that  the 
niunber  you  mention  will  not  be  sufficient  for 
Columbus.  I  wish  you  could  have  a  good 
man  there ;  he  could  be  of  so  much  help  to 
the  pupils  in  many  ways,  and  then  could  su¬ 
perintend  the  other  schools,  which  I  hope  you 
will  have  in  adjoining  towns.  I  judge,  by 
some  articles  in  your  last  publication,  that 
there  are  persons  even  in  New  England  who 
think  that  it  is  now  time  to  stop  aiding  in  the 
education  of  this  people.  So  tar  from  being 
the  time  to  stop,  it  is  the  time  to  begin  in 
good  earnest,  —  the  time  to  multiply  our  work 
tenfold.  The  demands  for  teachers  from  all 


ant’s,  so  called,)  meets  in  Macon,  October  16 ; 
there  will  be  colored  men  there  from  all  parts 
of  the  State,  and  the  demand  for  aid  will  be 
great.  1  am  anxious  to  know  just  what  I 
can  promise  them  at  that  time.  I  hope,  as 
soon  as  convenient,  you  will  inform  me  what 
posts  you  will  occupy  (I  have  only  mentioned 
a  few  of  them  which  are  not  taken ;  there  is 
the  very  important  region  about  Thomesville, 
with  tlie  town  itself,  and  many  other  parts), 
or  hov/  many  teachers,  beside  these  at  Colum¬ 
bus,  you  will  send,  with  salary  paid.  Do  not 
disappoint  us  by  a  small  number. 

The  subject  of  education  is  receiving  much 
attention  at  present,  in  the  State ;  our  schools, 
and  all  their  appointments,  methods  of  in¬ 
struction  and  discipline,  etc.,  will  be  examined 
much  more  closely  this  year  than  ever  before. 
Those  of  us  who  are  engaged  in  these  schools 
for  the  freedmen,  have  it  in  our  power  to 
mould  and  fashion  the  school  system  for  the 
State;  we  should  look  to  that.  Moreover, 
we  are  training  up  those  who  are  to  teach, 
and  should  give  them  the  best  methods. 

Have  you  not,  or  can  you  not  procure, 
school  books,  and  Sabbath-school  books  and 
papers  for  gratuitous  distribution  ?  There  is 
a  constant  demand  fur  them,  but  I  have  none 
to  give.

The  New  England  Branch  of  theFreed- 
men’s  Union  Commission  begins  its  work 
this  autumn  free  from  debt,  but  with  no 
surplus. 

It  proposes  to  send  out  at  once  </  tr 
teachers,  who  have  been  adopted  by  branch 
societies.  It  will  send  all  who  may  be 
hereafter  adopted,  and  as  many  more  as 
the  condition  of  the  treasury  from  time  to 
time  shall  warrant. 

The  society  does  not  wish  to  dictate  to 
the  people  of^New  England  as  to  how 
many  teachers  it  is  their  duty  to  send  into 
the  South.  It  simply  states  that  the  need 
for  teachers  is  very  great ;  that  many  ex- 
oellent  teachers  are  ready  to  go,  if  they 
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can  be  paid  enough  to  cover  the  cost  of 
living ;  and  that  every  dollar  intrusted  to 
the  society  will  be  carefully  used.  Money 
may  be  sent  to  E.  AV.

The  attention  of  our  teachers,  and  the 
parents  of  their  pupils,  is  invited  to  the 
following  important  action  of  the  Freed- 
iivan's  Union  Commission.  The  ability 
of  the  people  to  support  schools  differs  so 
greatly  in  different  places,  that  we  cannot 
make  any  definite  requisition  upon  them ; 
but  we  think  that  at  least  one-third  of  all 
the  expenses  of  the  school  should  be  borne 
by  the  people  for  whose  benefit  it  is  estab¬ 
lished,  and  in  many  cases  much  more  than 
this  amount  should  be  paid. 

MINUTES  OF  A  CONFERENCE  OF  FHEEDMAN’S 

SOCIETIES,  HELD  IN  NEW  YORK  CITY, 

SEPTEMBER  10,  1867. 

On  the  tenth  day  of  September,  1867,  at 
the  call  of  the  American  Freedman’s  Union 
Commission,  a  conference  of  Freedman’s  So¬ 
cieties  was  held  at  No.  30  Vesey  Street,  New 
York  city,  at  which  the  following  societies 
were  represented :  — 

The  American  Freedman’s  Union  Commis¬ 
sion,  by  Rev.  Lyman  Abbott  and  J.  Miller 
McKim,  Esq. ;  the  Baltimore  Branch,  Hon. 
Hugh  L.  Bond  and  Francis  King;  the  Pen- 
sylvania  Branch,  Robert  R.  Corson,  Esq. ; 
the  New  England  Branch,  Rev.  J.  H.  Chapin  ; 
the  New  York  Branch,  Rev.  Cramniond 
Kennedy ;  the  American  Missionary  Associa¬ 
tion,  Rev.  George  Whipple  and  Rev.  S.  S. 
Jocelyn;  the  Friends’  Freedman’s  Associa¬ 
tion  of  Philadelphia,  Yardly  Warner. 

Messrs.  John  Kimball,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  A. 

El  Newton,  Superintendent  of - School  at 

Washington,  D.C.,  were  also  present,  and 
participated  in  the  conference. 

Hon.  Hugh  L.  Bond  was  elected  Chairman, 
and  Rev.  J.  H.  Chapin  Secretary. 

Rev.  Lyman  Abbott,  General  Secretary  of 
the  A.  F.  U.  C.,  stated  the  object  of  the  meet¬ 
ing  to  be  to  devise  a  plan  for  securing  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  freed  people  with  the  Northern 
societies  in  support  of  the  schools.  He  laid 
before  the  Conference  for  their  consideration, 
certain  resolutions  on  the  subject,  which  had 
been  proposed  by  an  informal  meeting  of 


teachers  and  others,  held  in  Boston,  July  12, 
1867. 

Communications  on  the  subject  were  read 
from  Miss  Laura  Towne,  a  teacher  and  su¬ 
perintendent  of  schools  on  the  Sea  Islands, 
and  from  Philip  C.  Garrett,  of  the  Friends’ 
Freedman’s  Association  of  Philadelphia. 

The  different  delegates  gave  accounts  of 
the  methods  of  their  respective  societies. 

The  resolutions  proposed  were  then  taken 
up  seriatim,  and,  after  a  full  and  free  discus¬ 
sion,  were  modified  and  passed  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  fonn :  — 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  best  interests  of  the 
freed  people  require  the  permanent  establish¬ 
ment  of  free  schools  in  the  South ;  that,  as  in 
the  Northern  free  school  system,  the  people 
should  co-operate  in  their  support ;  and, 
therefore,  that  no  new  schools  should  be  es¬ 
tablished  except  where  co-operation  can  be 
secured. 

2.  Resolved,  That  our  teachers  and  agents 
in  the  South  should  organize  the  people  into 
associations,  to  raise  means  to  aid  in  the  es¬ 
tablishment  and  support  of  their  schools. 

3.  Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  this 
meeting,  all  books  should  be  sold  at  a  price 
to  be  fixed  by  the  Teachers’  Committee ;  and 
that  none  should  be  given  away  except  by 
special  permission  of  the  committee.  ' 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  General  Secretary  of 
the  American  Freedman’s  Union  Commission 
be  requested  to  forward  to  the  societies  here 
represented  a  copy  of  these  resolutions. 

On  motion,  the  Conference  adjourned  sine 
die.

COPY  OF  AN  AFFHIAVIT  MADE.  BEFOEE 
LIEUT.  STEVENS. 

May  31, 1867. 

Thomas  Anderson,  Plaintiff. 

D.  F.  Nolen,  Defendant. 

Thomaf.  Anderson  (colored)  being  duly 
sworn,  says :  I  had  a  contract  with  the  de¬ 
fendant,  to  work  for  him  for  five  months  at 
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$8  per  month.  I  worked  on  about  six 
weeks,  when  he,  the  said  Nolen,  said  to  me 
one  day  that  he  could  not  be  at  home  all  the 
time,  and  consequently  I  would  be  under 
the  charge  of  his  son  Thomas,  an(t  that  it 
would  be  all  the  same.  He  told  me  when 
I  first  commenced  work  that  I  would  be 
under  his  son.  Some  six  weeks  after  that, 
one  day  he  commenced  cursing  me  in  the 
yard,  and  I  told  him  I  believed  I  was  at 
work  for  his  son,  and  not  for  him ;  he  im-  | 
mediately  flew  into  a  passion,  and  said  that 
I  would  look  to  the  son  for  my  pay  and 
hoard,  and  1  replied  that  1  would  be  satis¬ 
fied  with  that  arrangement.  I  then  kept  on 
at  work  until  about  the  first  of  May,  and 
the  said  defendant  kept  on  coming  to  the 
field,  and  cursing  so  much  that  I  found  that 
I  could  not  work  with  any  comfort,  so  I  left 
the  plantation  and  was  gone  about  two 
weeks :  when  I  heard  he  had  gone  away,  I 
thought  I  would  go  back  and  work  for  his 
son ;  and  when  I  did  go  back,  his  son  told 
me  that  he  was  glad  I  had  come  for  he  need¬ 
ed  my  help,  and  I  went  to  work  again.  I 
worked  on  a  few  days  when  the  defendant 
returned. 

In  the  evening  of  one  day,  I  went  from 
the  field  to  the  house  for  some  water,  and 
he,  said  defendant,  was  there  and  came  up 
to  me  and  said,  “where  have  you  been?” 
1  replied  that  I  had  been  knocking  about. 
He  said,  “what  are  you  doing  here?”  I 
said  that  I  had  come  for  a  pail  of  water  and 
was  going  back  to  the  field  to  hoeing  again. 
He  told  me  to  go  down  to  the  crib.  I  start¬ 
ed  down  and  walked  a  few  steps,  when  he 
came  up  behind  me,  drew  his  six  shooter, 
and  struck  me  on  the  side  of  the  head,  which 
cut  a  hole  in  my  head,  and  the  blood  ran 
down  over  my  clothes.  He  then  told  me  to 
step  down  against  jthe  crib,  which  1  did ;  he 
kept  telling  me  he  was  going  to  take  me  to 
the  “  Bureau.”  He  then  sent  Luke  to  the 
house  for  a  rope,  put  it  over  my  head  and 
around  my  wrists  and  jerked  me  down ;  he 
then  commenced  beating  me  with  a  board 
on  my  side,  head,  face  and  mouth,  and  cut 
a  hole  through  my  lip.  He  then  left  me 
and  went  to  the  house,  and  his  wife  and  son 
came  to  me.  His  wife  said,  “  If  I  will  let 
you  loose,  will  you  go  to  the  house  with 


me  ?  ”  I  said  I  would,  and  she  loosed  me 
and  took  me  to  the  cabin.  He  then  came 
into  the  cabin,  took  the  fire  poker  and  beat 
me  again,  over  the  head,  arms,  legs  and 
side.  He  then  sent  Luke  for  the  log  chain 
and  hobbles.  He  put  the  chain  round  my 
neck  and  locked  it  on,  then  put  the  hobbles 
on  me  and  told  me  to  get  up  and  go  around 
to  the  gallery  of  the  house.  I  got  up  and 
walked  as  well  as  I  could  for  the  hobbles  and 
chain.  After  I  got  into  the  yard  he  took  a 
board  and  kept  beating  me  until  I  got  around 
to  the  porch.  I  laid  down  on  the  floor  of 
the  stoop  and  he  got  a  pail  of  water  for  me 
to  wash  the  blood  and  dirt  out  of  my  eyes. 
After  lying  there  awhile  I  began  to  groan 
with  pain.  They  let  me  lie  there  until  after 
dinner.  Then  the  son  came  and  took  the 
chain '  off.  Then  the  defendant  took  me 
down  to  the  creek,  lied  me  to  a  limb,  and, 
removing  the  clothes,  commenced  whipping 
me  with  a  twisted  raw  hide  whip  on  the 
naked  body.  He  then  left  me,  and  his  son 
came  and  let  me  down.  I  laid  on  the  ground 
some  twenty  minutes  groaning  with  pain, 
when  the  defendant  came  back,  put  the 
rope  around  my  heels,  and  drew  me  up 
with  my  head  downwards  and  called  on 
Luke  to  hold  one  of  my  hands,  while  he 
stood  on  the  other  with  his  foot,  and  whip¬ 
ped  me  again  with  the  raw  hide  until  thie 
blood  ran  down  my  back.  He  then  let  me 
down,  put  the  rope  around  my  neck  and 
his  son  took  it  and  pulled  me  up  the  hill, 
the  defendant  coming  after  and  occasionally 
giving  me  a  kick  as  I  was  pulled  up  to  the 
house.  After  getting  into  the  yard  I  fell 
down,  completely  exhausted,  and  Uncle 
Jim  (colored)  came  and  took  the  rope  off, 
took  me  into  the  cabin,  washed  the  blood 
off  and  put  me  into  the  bed  where  1  have 
now  been  confined  for  two  weeks.

STATE  EDUCATION.  j 

“  The  State,  while  it  respects  the  liberty  of 
each  in  what  specially  regartls  himself,  is 
bound  to  maintain  a  vigilant  control  over  his 
exercise  of  any  power  which  it  allows  him  to 
possess  over  others.”  This  sentiment  of  one 
of  the  most  enlightened  present  advocates  of 
liberty,  applies  most  forcibly  to  the  perfecting 
of  freedom  at  the  South  by  our  State,  to  wit : 
the  United  States  Government.  The  slaves 
have  been  freed,  yet  they  possess  not  proper 
ideas  of  liberty,  because  uncultured  in  and  de¬ 
graded  by  slavery.  Is  it  justice  to  them  for 
us  to  leave  their  former  masters  in  almost  the 
entire  control  of  the  means  of  a  general  litera¬ 
ry  and  political  education;  to  permit  those 
whose  friendship  for  the  freedmen  is,  at  least, 
questionable,  to  undertake  the  enlightening 
of  their  minds  as  to  the  verities  of  their  pres¬ 
ent  status,  —  one  which  «o  much  white  and 
black  Southern  blood  was  shed  and  treasure 
expended  to  render  impossible  of  attainment ; 
one  which  the  Southern  whites,  (and  too  many 
Nothem  whites),  so  reluctantly  accept?  It 
seems  to  us  tliat  our  duty  to  the  freedmen  is 
as  yet  hardly  half  done ;  that,  unless  we  main¬ 
tain  a  vigilant  control  over,  and  guidance  of 
the  white  Southron’s  exercise  of  the  educa¬ 
tive  power  which  we  allow  him  to  possess 
over  others,  especially  over  his  ignorant  black 
fellow  citizens,  we  waste  the  present  golden 
opportunities  afforded  us  of  securing  the  im¬ 
planting  of  the  seed-thoughts  of  liberty  in  their 
minds ;  that  we  otherwise,  leave  the  soil  after 
so  carefully  clearing,  ploughing,  and  enrich¬ 
ing  it  with  patriot  blood,  to  be  sown  with 
j)rinciples  inimical  to  a  genuine  liberty,  —  to 
true  Americanism.  We  do  not  deem  it  suffi¬ 
cient  merely  to  oppose  the  innate  love  of  free¬ 


dom  x)ossessed  by  the  freedmen  against  the 
educative  power  of  their  cultured  enemies. 
We  believe  that  if  this  were  relied  on,  their 
chains  would  be,  virtually,  reforged,  or  their 
expulsion  from  the  land  be  secured,  or  their 
utter  extermination  be  experienced.  The  re¬ 
sult  of  a  combat  between  such  culture  and 
such  ignorance  could  but  be  the  ruin  of  the 
latter. 

Even  if  every  white  Southron  were  dis¬ 
placed  by  a  white  Northron,  possessed  of  the 
common  Northern  culture  in  the  principles 
and  practices  of  liberty,  yet  w'ould  it,  in  our 
opinion,  be  highly  important  for  the  State  to 
maintain  a  vigilant  control  over  the  North 
rons’  use  of  the  educative  power  which  it 
would  allow  them  to  possess  over  the  freed 
men.  If  this  view  be  just  and  equitable,  how 
broad,  penetrating  and  definitive  should  be 
the  control  of  the  State  over  the  present  edu¬ 
cative  power  of  the  white  Southron  over  the 
black  Southron,  which  is  so  intensified  by 
their  past  relationship  of  master  and  slave, 
and  which  is  so  potently  subserved  by  the 
silent,  subtle  influences  of  the  freedmen’s  be¬ 
loved  natal  scenes,  and  the  universal  argwnen- 
turn  ad  hominem  of  present  wages. 

In  saying  this,  we  would  not  lose  sight  of 
those  limits  to  such  State  interference  which 
the  genius  of  Americanism  should  fix,  and 
which  it  more  or  less  clearly  defines.  Our 
present  fear  is  lest  the  State,  in  freeing  the 
blacks,  may  permit,  by  default,  the  liberty  of 
the  Southern  whites  to  become  license  —  tlaat 
deadliest  of  foes  to  real  freedom ;  that  it  may 
accredit  the  white  Southrons  with  a  larger, 
truer  conception  of  liberty  than  tlieir  antece¬ 
dents,  in  our  view,  would  warrant,  and  over¬ 
look  the  fact  that  the  Southern  whites  have 
not  themselves  escaped  the  degrading  in. 
fluences  of  slavery,  and  that,  therefore,  they 
need  a  certain  amount  of  culture  in  American¬ 
ism  before  they  assume  the  office  of  teacher  to 
their  colored  brethren.  And, -because  of  this 
fear,  and  because  of  the  other  reasons  to  which 
we  have  now  so  briefly  alluded,  do  we  hope 
that  the  attention  of  the  coming  Congress  will 
be  especially  directed  to  the  subject  of  this 
article,  and  that  Congress  will  act  so  as  to  se¬ 
cure  the  permanent  maintenance  of  a  vigilant 
control  over  the  w’hite  Southron’s  exercise  of 
the  educative  power  over  the  black  South¬ 
rons,  and  see  that  the  Soutli  generally  is  pro¬ 
vided  with  the  means  for  its  culture  in  the 
essential  elements  of  real  freedom.  — National 
Anti-Slavery  Standard.
